Tyne«* h ^ refused the 
âetnand of th e governm ent for the retu rn 
of the papers tak en and said the clrcum - 
Btances In the case w ould be subm itted by 
him JLO th e , departnien t of,.JuaWee* to 'm pr- 
ro w ’m orning. O ther sensational develop­ 
m ents are expected to follow. 
The ques­ 
tion o farrests Is tinder consideration- and 
will be passed on im m ediately by A ttorney 
G eneral K nox. 


The facts are told tersely in the follow­ 
ing letter of dism issal signed by P o st­ 
m aster G eneral P ayne late yesterday af­ 
ternoon and m ade public to night: 


"S ir: You are hereby rem oved from the 
office of assista n t attorney general for the 
postoffice departm ent. I deem it proper to 
give you reasons for this sum m ary action 
On the p a rt of the departm ent. 
E arly in 
the m onth of M arch I com m unicated to 
you, through a m utual friend, a request 
for your esignatlon. 
A fter a painful In­ 
terview w ith you, and a m ore painful one 
w ith M rs. T yner, I consented to m odify 
the dem and for your resignation so th a t it 
m ight tak e effect M ay 1, 1903, w ith the 
provlsio, however, you w ere given leave of 
absence from the tim e of acceptance of 
resignation to the dale of its tak in g effect, 
w ith the understanding th a t you w ere not 
In any way to u ndertake to discharge the 
duties of the office. 


"L a te yesterday afternoon M rs. T yner 
cam e to th e office of the assista n t a tto r­ 
ney general for the postoffice departm etit. 
entering in th e regular way, and went 
through the m ain office to the prIVhte of­ 
fice, closing the door behind her. She then 
unlocked the dooi^ entering from the pub­ 
lic hall Into the private room and adm itted 
h er sister, Äfrs. B a rrett, whose son w âs 
form erly a ssista n t In the office and whose 
conduct is now under investigation by the 
d epartm ent. 
She also adm itted in t^ e 
sam e m anner G. G. H am m er, an expert In 
the em ploy of the M osler Safe com pany, 
w ith whom she had m ade an arrangem ent 
to m eet h er at the departm ent. 
A t her 
direction H am m er opened the safe in the 
room and she took therefrom all papers, 
records and articles of every kind and c a r­ 
ried them aw ay w ith her.

T yner fu rth er stated to the postoffice in­ 
spectors th a t sh e’com m itted this a ct w ith 
your Icnowledge and by your direction. 
F u rth e r com m ent on this tran sactio n on 
m y p art Is not necessary. 


“The facts in the ca.se will be subm itted 
to the atto rn ey general of the U nited 
Jetâtes for such action in the prem ises as 
‘he-m ay .deem proper.’’ 


It is suspected a t the departm ent the 
papers taken from the .safe have some 
connection w ith the recent conduct of the 
office. Some weeks ago a tu rf investm ent 
concern whose affairs were aired in court 
alleged its operation.s were sanctioned by 
t!ie e.'.sistant atto rn ey general of the post- 
office departm ent. C harges involving the 
office of a ssista n t atto rn ey general and a 
law yer fo rm e t^ connected w ith th a t of­ 
fice were ventilated very generally at th at 
tim e and Investigation ordered» by 
the 
postnfUàster general. 
'This w as really the 
Inception of the investigation th a t has 
spread to every part of th e departm ent. 
C om plaints crystallized into a form al re­ 
quest for T yner’s resignation, s ig ^ d by 
P o stm aster G eneral P ayne on M arch 9 
last. 
T yner had been in exceedingly bad 
health for along tim e and had visited the 
departm ent a t only rare Intervals. H e is 
’suffering from an unusually severe case of 
paralysis and in consideration of this fact 
;the request for his resignation w as based 
on his ill health. 


T he announcem ent of y esterd ay ’s devel­ 
opm ents w ere m ade by P o stm aster Gen­ 
eral P ayne late this afternoon. In a voice 
th a t trem bled w ith em otion he said he re­ 
g retted to have to say th a t he had found 
it necessary to rem ove from office the as­ 
sista n t atto rn ey general for the depart­ 
m ent and a fte r speaking in a general w ay 
about the facts th a t had developed read 
the correspondence covering T yner’s resig­ 
nation. 
As to the probability of a rre sts 
P ayne said th at rested w ith the atto rn ey 
general. 


T yner had been in the governm ent ser­ 
vice in various im portant capacities m any 
years.

It was 11:20 when Sixiaker Miller 
announced

The bill was read. 
Then Lindly was recognized and of­ 
fered 
amendments 
formulated

Tuesday night’s conference. 
Before 
these were read he made a state­ 
ment to the house explaining them. 
Shortly before noon Speaker Miller 
advanced the Lindly 
traction 
bill 
to third reading, when friends of the 
Miller bill made an attempt to pull 
him out of tlie chair. 
In the midst 
of the turmoil the s|)eaker declared* 
the house adjourned. 


Immediately after Miller left the 
chair Murray took the lloor and call­ 
ed the house to elect a speaker pro i 
tem. 
Charles Allen, of Vermillion, 
was tieclared elected speaker pro tem 
and forced his way through the surg­ 
ing mob to the speaker’s desk. Henry 
lieitler acted as clerk. 
Speaker Pro 
Tem Allen ordered the center aisle 
cleared, but discovered all house of­ 
ficers had left. 
Then janitors were 
called upon, but failed to respond, 
The roll call was then ordered to. see 
if a quorum was present. 
During 
the reading of names the confusion 
became so great it was impossible for } 
the clerk to be heard, as he called 
the roll and 
two 
sergeant-at-arms 
were appointed and ordered to clear 
the aisles and preserve order. 


Representative Grav in answering 
to his name declared “the speaker has 
violated his oath of office ami con­ 
stitution of the state of Illinois. Wo 
are now violating the law by running 
a rough house here at thft time.” 
After much confusion the roll call 
was finally completed and showed 97 
members 
present. 
Sherman 
then 
made an extended talk on the con­ 
stitutional statiis of the existing se.s- 
sion of the house and stated 97 mem­ 
bers constitute a constitutional ma­ 
jority.

and elicited applause. The roll call start- 
but there was so much confusion that 
a motion for recess until evening met 
with no oppo.«iUion. 


During the recess representative<) of the 
speaker and friends of the oppQsltldn we^t 
into conference to agree on a., settlement.

THE SENATE. 


The state senate, this morning re­ 
called thé civil service bill to second 
reading, amended it by striking out 
the referendum clause and sent it 
back to tliird reading. The bill was 
then made a special order for to 
morrow morning. 


The general uhdferstanding is thati 
the measure in its present form will 
^ accepted by the house. 'The bill 
as thus applying to the state insti-? 
lutions, will become a law if Gov­ 
ernor Yates signs it. 


The senate devoted most of its 
session to appropriations this morn­ 
ing. There was no debate on any of 
the bills except those for the state 
university jjnd for the new home for 
boys at St. Charles. The debate up­ 
on these was sharp. In the university 
appropriation bill the committee al­ 
lowed a total of $790,000, this sum 
including the appropriation for new 
equipment for the college of engin 
eering. Dunlap moved to amend the 
bill as reported, inserting-a total of 
$80,000 for a ne^ woman’s building 
He claimed that the institution fur 
nished. no sufficient and proper ac 
commo^atioiis for its women students 
and said^* that' the state could weJl 
afford 
the 
additional suin a^kcd 
Gardner, on behalf of the appropria 
t^ns coinmittee, said that the total 
appropriations 
as allowed 
b.v the 
committee woud amount to almost 
$1.'»,000.000 and that if the action of 
the committee was not adhered to it 
would go beyond the limit s*‘t itt the 
tax lev.v law. 
lîarr spoke for the 
proposed building. 
Gardner said it 
was a question of whether the engin 
ecring department or the woman 
btiilding should be thrown out ami 
said fiirther that the president of 
the university and thè trustees had 
told him they would rather have the 
engineering equipment. Dunlap and 
others attempted to question Gard 
ner as to the actions of the appro 
prialions committee and in the collo 
quy Gartlner refused to answer 
question 
of 
Juul’s. 
The Dunlap 
amendment, however, was defeated 
by a vote of 24 to 19. 


The debate upon the appropriation 
for the home for boys was along the 
same lines, but with a different re 
suit. 
The committee bill appropri 
ates $.50,000 for exf)enses and $100, 
000 for a building. 
Senator Evans 
moved to make the amount for build 
»300,000. 
The 
Evans 
amendment 
carried. Among the other appropria 
tion bills sent to third reading were 
those for the relief of Fred W. Tier 
ne.v, for the penitentiary at Joliet 
for an armory at Bloomington: for 
the college of agriculture at Cham 
paign; for the reformator.v at Ponti 
ae; foW the ordinary expen.ses of the 
state board of agriculture; for per 
manent buildings for the state board 
of agricndture; for money due the 
state universit.y from lands; for the 
Illinois Corn Growers’ association 
for the relief of Sergeant Herman 
Becker; for markers on the Vicks 
burg baftlefiehl; for a memorial to 
Mother Bickerdyke; for the relief of 
Albert Stevens, Jesse Rupert and 
Charles. Balsley. 


This was practically the last day 
for senate bills to have an.v chance 
in the house and a large number of 
senate bills were passed. Among them 
were the hill to plat coal mines that 
for the establishing of a system of 
voting by voting machines where the 
method is adopted by the people the 
bill requiring ce:^tain portions of 
buildings to be fire proof, and the 
bill changing Franklin county from 
one judicial district to another. The 
senate bill authorizing city councils 
to regulate bill boards failed of pass­ 
age. IJi)on reconsideration it was re­ 
called to second reading and amend 
ed so as not to apply 
to 
country 
cities. 
It was then advanced. 


The house bill authorizing public 
improvements in cities of less than 
20,000 without petition was passed. 


Senator Mueller introduced a joint 
re.solution authorizing the adjutant 
general to confer with survivors of 
the Cairo expedition of April, 1S61 
and with the authorities at Washing-, 
ton to correct the record of such ex­ 
pedition. It was adopted. 


The bill authorizing the consolida­ 
tion of school districts and the con­ 
veyance of school children to schools 
failed of passage. 


The tax levy bill was sent to third 
reading. 
The Berry bill authorizing 
sheriffs to handcuff or otherwise re­ 
strain insane persons while on trains 
was passed. 


Bailey’s bill prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liquor within 2,000 feet 
of the boundary grounds of any na 
tional soldiers’ home was passed. 


The house uniform text bill was 
sent to the committee on education. 


The senate adjourned 
until 
10 


o’clock to morrow.
